Congress in recent years has boosted the pay 
of its members to $15,000, including a $2,500 ex- 
pense item that is tax free. In addition, generous 
provision is made for clerk hire and an admin- 
istrative assistant. not to mention mileage for 
transportation to and from their homes to Wash- 
ington. The idea was that service in Congress 1s 
supposed to be a full time job. 

There is nothing in the law to prevent members 
of Congress from p@rsuing their chosen vocations 
after election to the House or Senate. They can 
continue to follow whatever business they choose, 
except that in the case of lawyers they are pre- 
vented from aegeerna in the prosecution of any 
claim or matter before a Federal Department in 
which they have a professional interest. 

But the demands of Congress have been so 
great in recent years that few members have 
found the time to pursue outside activities. 
one thing, Congress has remained in almost con- 
tinuous session for a number of years, dating 
back to the first Roosevelt Administration at the 
beginning of the New Deal. 


Senator Bridges’ constituents may well want 
to know how he finds the time to hold an extra 
job paying him more than twice his salary as 
an elected official. 


The finest example of a public official’s devo- 
tion to duty came a few years ago in the case of 
J. Edgar Hoover, able director of our far flung 
FBI operations. Mr. Hoover was offered a con- 
tract for a series of weekly broadcasts that would 
have paid him $100,000 a year. There was no 
law to prevent him from doing it while holding 
on to his present job. He turned it down on the 
grounds that a public official should devote him- 
self entirely to his duties, preferring to continue 


on his modest salary of $10,000 or $12,000 a year. must guard against.

In this field as yet, contrary 
to common report, there has been only one open dispute. This 
arose from Johnson’s opposition to publication of the China White 


Paper, on which he was unfortunately overruled. 
Tito Meanwhile, another dispute has broken out over Yugoslavia. 
The issue is whether to permit the Tito regime to purchase 
a small steel blooming mill in this country. Some months ago, the 
Security Council and the President approved a limited policy of 
aid to Tito, as an important crumb in the Kremlin's bed. But John- 
son has now adopted a view of Tito differing from the Security 
Council's 
Secretary of Commerce Sawyer, ever anxious to obstruct Ameri- 
can foreign policy, took the question of the blooming mill to the 
Defense Department. Johnson then ruled that the Tito regime was 
hardly different from a Soviet satellite. And on this ground, Saw- 
ver refused an export permit for the blooming mill. Nothing could 
be more ludicrously silly, or’ more frivolousiy dangerous. The 
enmity between Tito and the Kremlin is happily reaching new 
levels of virulence. If the one crack in the Soviet monolith is to 
be turned to advantage, the situation cannot be upset by this sort 


of ham-handed intervention. 
Ambitions On the specific issues, a wise forecast is thet Pres!i- 
dent Truman will continue to support the State 
Department, as he did when he personally ordered the China White 
Paper to be published. Louis Johnson’s all-too-visible presidential 
ambitions have not exactly endeared him to the White House, how- 
ever many thousands of doMars he may have collected in the last 
campaign 

It is not enough, however, for the President to arbitrate existing 
disputes between his policy-makers. In the present atmosphere 
within the administration and between the administration and Con- 
gress, bold, urgently needed steps are already being shirked simply 
because they may lead to disputes. 

In the case of Yugoslavia, for instance, Tito may shortly require 
much more than blooming mills. The British crisis rolls onward 
unchecked. The disaster in China begins to threaten a catastrophe 
in Asia. Yet because of the loss of administration unity and the 
abandonment of bipartisanship, paralysis increasingly grips our 
policy on all these vital matters. This is the danger the President

Hugh Scott, Pennsylvania, about 
Harry Truman being “Typhoid Harry,” which was made before the assembled ladies and gentlemen

The pending bill, which is expected to 
go through next session, increases the coverage 
to many not included in old-age protection under 
the original act. 

The Federa! aid to education bill has passed 
the Senate three times and, as we know, is tied 
up now in the House on a religious issue. The 
health insurance program, the most controversial, 
is not new. Bills for it have been pending for 
a long time.

Sen. Taft, of Ohio, the outstanding Republican 
in Congress, personally sponsored the housing 
and education bills. He also is sponsoring a 
medical program providing for Federal aid to the 
States for health improvement along with several 
other Republicans. A number of Republicans 
will support increase in the minimum wage and 
Social Security expansions, as later votes will 
show. In fact, this “statism” issue is likely to 
disappear by act of Congress even before the next 
congressional elections next year. It is-a pal- 
pable fake, for the measures involved have been 
ratified by a majority of voters in the last four 
national elections. All were proposed by Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt after he became President. 
There’s nothing new in the program, and the 
public is not likely to be fooled by the sudden 
“discovery.”
